service was extremely slow (often con- 
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we have attempted in this article to 
cover the general history of the Express. 
The unusual feature, generally over- 
looked, is that it was not a government 
conducted postal service, but started and 
ended as a communication service con- 
ducted by a private organization. During 
the latter months of the Pony Express it 
was operated as part of fulfillment of a 
transportation contract authorized by 
Act of Congress. The route’s rise and 
fall in the short space of 20 months en- 
tails a combination of elements that tend 
to make the story of the Pony Express 
sound more like a blood and thunder 
melodrama rather than a business ven- 
ture which was a failure: the construction 
of the first transcontinental telegraph, 
the outbreak of the Civil War, Indian 
troubles so bad that troops had to be 
called out, a Senator so disloyal to the 
federal cause he was imprisoned, belief 
of secessionist plots to discredit and ruin 
an important Northern firm, etc. 
_ With discovery of gold in California 
in 1848 and the settlement of the Oregon 
territory taking place at about the same 
time, the problem of mail became a 
Serious one. The cost of overland serv- 
Mi via the 2,000 miles between the 
ia and the Pacific Coast was pro- 
ve as the revenue from the mails 








mus of Tehuantepec were tried. In 1851 
first contracts were let for overland mail, 
servicing frontier settlements chiefly in 
the Salt Lake and eastern slope mining 
regions. But these routes at best took 
about 60 days for mails from Missouri 
to the California settlements and were 
not financial successes. In 1858 the first 
overland stages, by the Butterfield Over- 
land Mail Co., began service, making 
the trips in 21 days via a “southern” 
route through Texas from Missouri, along 
the Mexican border and thence to San 
Francisco. 

Railroads were discussed and project- 
ed, but the great cost and small revenue 
in sight, the bitter quarreling over 
routes to be used, and political trickery 
kept these transcontinentals on paper for 
another decade. But in 1859 the Hanni- 
bal & St. Joseph R. R. was completed 
across Missouri from Hannibal on the 
Mississippi to St. Joseph, then an im- 
portant frontier starting point for the 
West. The road was to be an important 
link in the Pony Express mail. 

Senator William M. Gwin of Cali- 
fornia is termed the “father” of the Pony 
Express, for he persuaded Russell, Ma- 
jors & Waddell to inaugurate the Ex- 
press. Senator Gwin had long advo-

the horse express, upon assurance of 
Gwin that the government would re- 
imburse them and that contracts were in 
the offing. Senator Gwin, however, was 
unable to make good his promises, for 
he was an ardent supporter of the South 
and made such strong disloyal statements 
that he was finally arrested and impris- 
oned upon leaving the Senate in 1861. 
There is no evidence the operators of 
the first Pony Express ever were paid 
anything by the government for the serv- 
ice and this brings up the curious fact 
mentioned before: that the celebration 
of the 80th anniversary is not as many 
people believe, the commemoration of a 
government activity, but a private en- 
deavor. The Pony Express was in short 
just another private express line, operated 
in a spectacular manner that excited 
admiration and interest not only in the 
U. S., but in other countries as well. 
On April 3, 1860, Engineer Addison 
Clark at Hannibal was handed an order 
by the superintendent of the H. & St. 
J. R. R., an order which read simply 
“You are to make a record run that will 
stand for 50 years.” He was given the 
best locomotive of the line and to this 





was coupled a car, which contained the 
small pouch of mail for the Pony Ex- 
press. The road was dangerous for speeds 
over 30 to 35 miles per hour, but the 
wood-burner in control of Clark covered 
the 206 miles to St. Joseph at an aver- 
age speed of 50 miles an hour, an amaz- 
ing record for those conditions. 

Upon arrival at St. Joe a large crowd 
was awaiting the start of the first west- 
ward Pony Express. Johnny Freye (or| f 
Frye) was the first rider. Mr. Russell 
placed the mochilla containing the mail 
upon the pony, in front of the old office 
of the United States Express Co. The 
riders were changed frequently on the 
1,900 mile route, accounts stating 75 
ponies were used. The rider reached 
Salt Lake City the evening of April 9th, 
Carson City the afternoon of the 12th, 
Placerville at 2 P. M. on the 13th, Sac- 
ramento 314 hours later and San Fran- 
cisco at 12:38 A. M. the morning of 
April 14. Sam Hamilton was the rider 
into Sacramento and from there the 
mails were transferred to the waiting 
steamer “Antelope.” The first westward 
mail included less than 100 pieces of 
mail, probably about 75 to 80, of which 
60 went to San Francisco and balance 
to Sacramento. 

The first eastward express left San 
Francisco on the afternoon of April 3, 
starting from in front of the office of the 
Alta Telegraph Co. on Montgomery 
St. The saddlebags were lettered “Over- 
land Pony Express” and the horse deco- 
rated with flags. The rider, James Ran- 
dall, in the excitement of cheering 
crowds, mounted his horse from the

The name of the immediate operating 
company of the Pony Express was the 
“Central Overland Pony Express Co.” 
which was in turn a subsidiary of Rus- 
sell, Majors & Waddell’s “Central Over- 
land California & Pike’s Peak Express 
Co.” They operated the service at a 
heavy financial loss in the hope and ex- 
pectation that they would be awarded 
by Congress a contract with a subsidy, 
possibly a daily service contract. But 
Congress adjourned in July without tak-

ing action due to political chicanery, 
The worst stretch of the route was policed 
only after a threat that California’s del- 
egates might vote for Douglas instead of 
Lincoln, were troops ordered out—and 
then in scant number. 

It has been claimed, and the state of 
affairs of the Union in 1860 make it 
likely that it was true, that a conspiracy 
was carried out against the Russell, Ma- 
jors & Waddell firm with the intent of 
ruining them financially and at the same 
time prevent establishment of quick re- 
liable communication services between 
the North and the far West. Southern 
congressmen voted solidly against any

efforts to get the Central route approved 
or a subsidy voted for the Pony Express. 
From the Secretary of War in Buchan- 
an’s cabinet, Russell received ‘“accept- 
ances” which Russell was to use to ob- 
tain loans to carry his firm over the 
difficult period it was encountering in 
late 1860. He had to obtain money 
somehow as the government was unable 
to pay them for other freighting con- 
tracts as the federal treasury was empty 
and presided over by Secretary Floyd, 
an ardent secessionist. But bankers 
would not accept the notes for future 
work as the government’s credit was 
shaky and he was given by another 
government officer, a relative of Floyd, 
Indian Funds bonds which were pledged. 
Floyd’s “acceptances” were illegal, and 
the taking of the bonds was also illegal,

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Philippine Notes

some time... but now, let’s see what’s 
going around Manila town. 





Destruction of old stocks of Philippine 
postage and commemorative stamps is 
now under consideration of the Bureau 
of Posts. Stamps to be destroyed are 
the old issues of the regular postage, old 
issues of the O.B., the Clipper stamps, 
the 75th Anniversary of the Birth of Dr. 
Jose Rizal, the Arnacal (Manila-Madrid) 
and the Eucharistic Congress. 





Purpose of the proposed destruction 
is to preserve the philatelic value of 
these stamps, according to the boys at 
the Bureau of Posts. Moreover, they 
aver that commems issued for past 
events have been in stock for several 
years. 





There’s an uncertainty, however, as to 
when the stamps will be destroyed, but 
best information obtainable at this writ- 
ing (March 9) is that the Bureau of 
Posts will give two-weeks notice more or 
less, prior to the destruction of the 
stamps in question.

In all likelihood a new commem will 
be issued by the Bureau of Posts some- 
time in May of the present year, and it’ll 
be issued to commemorate the 15th An- 
niversary of the Asociacion Filatelica de 
Filipinas, oldest national society. The 
AFF submitted three designs to the Bu- 
reau of Posts to this effect, and accord- 
ing to unimpeachable sources, a design 
bearing a Filipino family (a father, 
mother and child going over a stamp 
collection) appears to have met the 
“taste” of the Philippine postal authori- 
ties. 





This prospective commem will be is- 
sued in a miniature sheet and there’ll be 
three values on it. They are: 2, 6 and 12 
centavos, and each value will be printed 
in different colors. 





First day sales of the two series of the 
Fourth Anniversary of the Common- 
wealth (Triumphal Arch and Malacanan 
Palace) which were sold on Nov. 15, 
1939, amounted to P16,161.32. Total 
FD covers—9,061 (8,707 ordinary and 
354 registered). 





Last of these series depicting Pres. 
Manuel L. Quezon taking oath of office 
was sold on Feb. 8 of the present year. 
A cachet in green bearing the seal of the 
Commonwealth was applied by the Bu- 
reau of Posts on FD covers. Wording of 


4th ANNIVERSARY —FIRST DAY 
COVER.” Local collectors consider it as 
the finest cachet the Bureau of Posts has 
ever applied on FD covers, but to some 
observers it looks like a badge of a jun- 
ior G-Man. Then, too, in the opinion 
of the latter, this cachet was immaterial 
as with the year “1939” in it and the 
postmark on FD covers bears as of ‘“‘Feb. 
8, 1940,” the cachet although in green 
from its legend appears very stale! 





U. S. commems are popular among col- 
lectors in these Islands, and indicative 
of their popularity, late last year the 
Asociacion Filatelica de Filipinas sent a 
resolution to P. M. James A. Farley, re- 
questing that U. S. commems be sold at 
the Philatelic Agency of the Bureau of 
Posts, Manila. Result: AFF resolution 
OK, and U. S. commems will be received 
in Manila soon, according to the Di- 
rector of Posts.

THE NEW DESIGNS The first an 

nouncement of 
the design of the Pan-American stamp 
didn’t sound so good to us. In fact, we 
were surprised to learn that official 
Washington was acquainted with medi- 
eval paintings, and had always believed 
they limited their research to things 
much more of the present, such as 
Gallup polls. There will no doubt be 
wisecracks galore, with more than one 
hint that a certain postmaster general 
must have been looking over some Span- 
ish commemoratives, but we think after 
viewing the advance photo of the design, 
that it will be a very attractive stamp. 
The Bureau and responsible postal offi- 
cials deserve to be complimented on the 
selection of this design. It should be a 
popular design with our neighbors to 
the South as it is in the style they choose 
in symbolical expressions. 

Time was when one might have been 
expected to exclaim that a stamp had 
been printed from an unfinished die if 
acanthus leaves were not found support-

ing an arch, some bewhiskered president 
or just cluttering up the foreground. We 
are glad to note that the hardy leaf is 
dying out in our stamp designs, though 
it stages a slight revival now and then, 
as in the Educators. Personally, we don’t 
believe we ever saw an acanthus leaf 
except in cold ink on a postage stamp 
and the same we are confident holds 
true of the rest of the nation. 

The Pony Express design should suit 
all; though in truth any design would 
have been satisfactory as the magic 
quality of the name “Pony Express” 
would support the most wretched of 
designs, even one as bad as the Four 
States Stamp. If anyone has a valid 


complaint, it might be the Indians (those | 


original settlers who wisely turned over 
the country to us and got out from under 
while the terms were good). If it were 
not for their persistence in barbering the 
locks of the Express employees the Pony 
riders would not have become the glamor 
boys of undying fame by triumphing in 
good old thriller fashion over the red- 
skins who were rather suspicious of any- 
one in a hurry to ride 2,000 miles and 
frequently gratified a desire to take such 
humans apart to see what gave them 
their queer notions. Yep, the redskins 
have been slighted in favor of a buffalo 
skull, but maybe they’re hiding in the 
bushes for the dashing rider? 

There’s also more than a little humor 
in the Post Office honoring a private 
undertaking, which in another year liter- 
ally ran rings around the politicos in 
establishing communications in this coun- 
try. The last mails into any frontier set- 
tlement, were invariably the federal 
service; the first were the Express agents, 
whose position not depending upon pol- 
itical ability, naturally were able to give 
service. And to think they did it all 
without stamp collectors! Just think of 
all the collectors in this age who would 
jump at a chance to pay $5 to have a 
letter carried from nowhere to nowhere 
through emptiness. 

Anyway, here we have two attractive 
stamps, on subjects admittedly popular 
and at 3c each they should tap philatelic 
pocketbooks lightly. Unless of course one 
is collecting (a polite word for it) U. S. 
in sheets and in that case it’s another 
instance of “he who cries, cries alone.”

Design of Centenary Issue 


Still in Doubt 


A New York Times correspondent 
stated in their March 3rd edition that 
the idea of the U. S. issuing a miniature 
block of some stamp for the centenary 
of the postage stamp is now apparently 
not to be adopted.

PRECANCELS AND COVERS 

There have been numerous attempts 
from time to time to fuse precancels with 
covers and make it popular with collec- 
tors. Not much success has ever been 
attained in this direction. I am not un- 
mindful of Government printed pre- 
canceled envelopes, but am _ speaking 
aside from these issues. Even those 
covers that were virgin in every respect 
receive but little attention from the pre- 
cancel fan. Many of the “BAR” pre- 
cancels must be preserved on cover if 
the identity of the stamp is to be shown, 
but BAR precancels are far from being 
popular. Then, too, there are the in- 
stances where precancels were used on 
first class mail, but since all of these 
must be additionally postcancelled there 
is little or no demand for such covers. 
I refer to the Galveston precancels that 
were used on bank mail and I guess some 
were used in Houston, too. I have a 2c 
Peoria, Ill., used when the 2c rate was 
still in. It was used by some manu- 
facturing concern that no doubt also 
used other precancels on their parcel 
post. Most of you know that the Buffalo 
124’s were used on first class mail and 
therefore are almost invariably post- 
cancelled. All of the above are instances 
where the covers came about in the reg- 
ular course of business. The following are 
some instances where the touch of the 
stamp collector can be detected. I have 
seen airmail covers from Ponca City, 
Okla., bearing airmail and regular pre- 
cancels. I think there were some airmail 
covers begeted in Indianapolis once, too. 
I have a cacheted cover commemorating 
a land grab at Enid, Okla., and bearing 
a lc Enid Bi-Cent in U-122. Walt Gray, 
the emminent western precancel dealer, 
fixed up a nice cover when the Oakland 
bridge was opened. It carried regular 
U. S. stamps and was decorated with 
San Francisco commems. One also gets 
a glimpse of Los Angeles and Hollywood 
precancels on pieces of covers now and 
then. I mean precancels from both cities 
on one cover, but since these are more 
novelties than anything else there is no 
demand for such pieces nor is there any 
premium on the precancels so used. It 
just seems that collectors want their pre- 
cancels divorced from paper and that’s 
that.

inluding Floyd, were indicted, but the 
others escaped and Russell was ruined 
3s well as his partners, their total losses 
ping nearly $2,000,000 at a time when 
money was scarce. The charges against 
Russell were never aired in court and a 
congressional committee declined to fully 
investigate them. 

Meanwhile the Wells, Fargo & Co. 
had suddenly risen as the dominant ex- 
press carrier by several important con- 
glidations and when on March 2, 1861, 
Congress passed an act authorizing a 
subsidy of $1,000,000 a year for a horse 
express service, this company got the 
contract through the Butterfield line 
which became a part of Wells, Fargo & 
Co. Russell being under a cloud, inno- 
cent or not, the conspiracy if there was 
one, was successful, as he was not given 
the contract and ruin resulted. The Rus- 
sell firm turned over its line to Wells 
Fargo. That the charges against Russell 
were not believed true (and he publicly 
afirmed his innocence and demanded 
examination of the witnesses) is shown 
by the high esteem with which he was 
regarded in the West and that his verbal 
promise on any undertaking was accept- 
ed by anyone. 

The Pony Express continued under 
operation of the Wells Fargo until No- 
vember, 1861, when the transcontinental 
telegraph having been completed, the 
Express was no longer necessary. The 
original Pony Express of 1860-61 should 
not be confused with the California- 
Nevada Pony Express operated 1862 to 
1864 between San Francisco and Vir- 
ginia City, Nevada via Sacramento and 
Placerville, generally called the “Virginia 
City Pony” and which made one-way 
trips in 24 hours. 

Under Wells-Fargo the Pony Express 
stamps came into use. It should be noted 
that prior to their control stamps were 
not used to pay Pony Express charges. 
Illustrated are covers carried under the 
Russell firm. Note that a government 
stamped envelope is used or an adhesive 
stamp is on each cover. This was to 
comply with the government monopoly 
on mail and even when a Pony Express 
cover (or any other express communica- 
tion) was carried between sender and 
addressee entirely by the express com- 
pany, it must bear postage the same as 
an ordinary letter between these points 
and the express company was bound to 
cancel these stamps. All Pony 
Express charges under Russell were cash 
in advance of transmission and as indi- 
cation of this a large oval marking often 
in color, depicting a running “pony” and 
bearing the date and office of origin of 
the cover, was stamped on the cover. 
Another type marking including the 
name of The Central Overland & Pikes 
Peak Express Co. was also used. A cover 
from the first westward run of April 3rd 
from St. Joseph has not yet been found, 
strangely enough, though examples of the 
later runs are found in collections and 
as might be expected are highly prized. 
The uniform rate under the Russell man- 
agement was $5 for through letters and 
$3 if sent between Salt Lake City and 





San Francisco, these being the rates per 
half-ounce. Beginning in August one- 
quarter ounce letters were accepted at 
$2.50. It will be seen that despite pay 
loads of mail of as much as $1,000 per 
trip, the runs were operated at a loss as 
the cost of maintaining the route was 
staggering (and as it proved later, 
ruinous). Indians killed the men at relay 
stations, stealing equipment and destroy- 
ing what they did not steal. Hay for the 
horses was so expensive that its cost in 
freighting alone probably exceeded mail 
revenue. 

Under the terms of the 1861 Congres- 
sional Act, the maximum rate chargeable 
was set at $2.00 per half ounce. The act 
was a sort of combined charter and sub- 
sidy, patterned on those given steamship 
lines and other carriers up to present 
times. Wells, Fargo ordered from Britton 
& Ray, San Francisco printers, stamps of 
$2 and $4 (for the double rate) denom- 
inations and these were placed in use 
either in April or May. They were finely 
lithographed in sheets of 40 as illustrated, 
the $2.00 being printed in red and the 
$4 in green. These adhesive stamps were 
not used as much as would be expected 
as Wells Fargo also sold government 
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stamped envelopes with the printed frank 
of the company imprinted, usually at the 
top of the envelope. The envelopes sold 
at the cost of the frank plus the govern- 
ment stamp, with sometimes an extra 
charge for the envelope as well. The 
stamps of the express company are found 
cancelled with the running horse mark- 
ing inherited from Russell, while the 
government stamp is usually cancelled 
at the post office where the letter was 
placed in the mails after transmission 
via the Express. The Wells Fargo Pony 
Express stamps are found listed in Scott’s 
Specialized U. S. Catalogue under 
“locals”. The stamps are not scarce un- 
used as remainders are plentiful, but 
used on covers are scarce and large sums 
have been paid for the first issue used 
on covers. The issue of 1862-64 and 
commonest (for the “Virginia City 
Pony”) includes denominations of 10c 
and 25c. These were, however, as stated, 
an entirely separate express service. 

On July 1, 1861, a new contract went 
into effect and new rates, half those 
formerly charged, became effective. The 
same printers produced $1 red stamps 
for this new rate and the $2 and $4 
were reprinted in green and black re- 
spectively to serve in payment of mul- 
tiple rates. The $1 is the commonest of 
the entire 1861 Pony Express stamps, 
but on cover is a highly prized item, 
worth approximately $50 at the very 
least. Collectors are warned that reprints 
were made in 1897 from retouched plates 
and that forged covers have been found. 





In 1861 another stamp went into use 
in the East, being used apparently only 
for prepaying the additional fees required 
on letters mailed at eastern Express 
offices. Its design is of a garter and was 
printed in sheets of 16 by Britton & 
Ray. It is probably the rarest of all the 
Pony Express stamps in proper used con- 
dition. 

There is no need to go into, in this 
article, the dangers and hardships en- 
countered by riders and maintenance 
employees in operating the Pony Ex- 
press. Riders were killed by Indians, but 
due to the Indian dislike of open fight- 
ing, their depredations were confined 
principally to raids on the relay stations 
where attendants became careless 
through constant association with danger. 
At one time a public subscription was 
taken in California by the company’s 
agent to equip some 40 men with suffi- 
cient armament to escort the Express 
safely through the Indian infested region 
west of Salt Lake. At another time the 
rider was killed and scalped, his horse 
and guns stolen, but the mochilla con- 
taining the letters was discarded as 
worthless and delivered by the next rider 
to its destination. 

The express was of great importance 
to the nation as it provided a swift 
means of communication between the 
east and California. There was, at the 
outbreak of the Civil War, open talk of 
secession of California and formation of 
an independent government, but thanks 
in great part to the Pony Express and 
its bond between the Union and the far 
west, such sentiment went no further 
than words, though both Senators advo- 
cated it. At the outbreak of the war, 
almost all troops west of the Missouri were 
withdrawn, leaving a vast territory prey 
to savages and renegades, and this, too, 
contributed to the independence move 
ment. Impressed by the reports received 
in Washington via the Express, federal 
officials took steps which saved the state 
for the Union — a very practical invest 
ment it soon proved as the gold from the 
mines provided staunch succor to the 
federal treasury in its financing of the 
Civil War.

Famous American Scientists 


JOHN JAMES AUDUBON 

Audubon is world famous as a naturalist, particularly 
for his studies of birds of America. The date and place 
of his birth were for a long time a mystery as he declined 
to comment, and some biographers hinted that he may 
have been the lost Dauphin of France, who disappeared 
while in custody of the republicans during the French 
Revolution. Modern research has proven that Audubon 
was born at Les Cayes on the island of Santo Domingo, 
April 26, 1785. His father was French sea captain, his 
mother a native. Audubon was raised and educated in 
France and in 1798 came to this country where he took 
up the occupation of farmer near Philadelphia, on land 
acquired by his father during the Revolutionary War. 
He spent a great deal of his time collecting and sketch- 
ing birds. Here he married the daughter of a neighbor. 
Moving to Kentucky and then Louisiana, he lost his 
property as a result of neglecting his business affairs for studying wild life, and was 
reduced to painting portraits and teaching dancing and fencing for a livelihood. He 
finally interested influential persons in publishing his Birds of America and went to 
London in 1827 where publication began of this huge book which is one of the most 
highly prized editions ever printed. From 1830 to 1842 Audubon travelled exten- 
sively over America in his researches, in the latter year making his home at what 
is now Audubon Park within New York City. Here he lived with his two sons 
and their families. His last work was on American mammals. His health com- 
menced failing him in 1847 and he gradually lost his mind, dying at Audubon Park, 
January 27, 1851. His beautiful colored sketches of birds remain popular to this 
day and a new edition was published several years ago. Sketches of these on the 
walls of his New York home had been painted over by later tenants and consider- 
able expense was undergone by his admirers not long ago to restore them. The 
choice of St. Francisville, La., as first day city for the stamp is due to the fact 
that he spent much time there preparing for his great book.

New York wholesalers are wondering 
when the new Finnish stamps will arrive. 
They are all eager to get these stamps 
as it will be another means of showing 
their aid to the cause of Finland. Quite 
a few thousands of dollars have been ad- 
vanced on these stamps. Some dealers 
remarked that it would be an idea if 
they sold these stamps at cost on ad- 
vance subscription as a means of increas- 
ing sales. This idea didn’t go through as 
it was impossible to get 100% coopera- 
tion from dealers. 





The short notice given for the Pony 
Express stamp has caused many dealers 
to writhe with anguish(?) It seems that 
Farley, or whoever was in charge lacked 
all sense of proportion. Don’t they realize 
that it takes time to print envelopes for 
first day covers? Many dealers will have 
to take what they can get in envelope 
design and be happy about it. This cer- 
tainly is a contradiction to the policy 
of the Post Office Dept. when they made 
intentions known that they will cooper- 
ate with philatelists. 





Greetings and salutations to the Inter- 
national Stamp Club of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
which is celebrating its 20th year.
